Tile doath of Pius the Ninth, »nd the 
question oi his successor, arc causing many 
comments aud creating much discussion in 
All parts of the civilized world. The pon­ 
tificate is an ecclesiastical positiou which 
vesta in one man the highest dignity, vast 
power, mighty influence and unsurpassed 
honor. For these reasons the question 
“ who will be pope?” is one of momentous 
importance, especially to the 200 millions 
ft! Cath olid scattered over the globe ; and 
now such a high eccled ast leal dignitary 
M elected* 19 a matter of considerable inter 
‘est. 
in oldeu times mc pope was elected by 
the clergy and the people of Rome, but 
since the days ot Nicholas the Eleventh 
(103S) ne has been elected by the college 
of cardinals assembled In a conclave. The 
body of cardinals is called the Sacred Col­ 
lege, aud lur several centuries has been 
limited to seventy cardinal?, but the actual 
number is frequently le?s than seventy, 
and at the present time is about fifty. Cen­ 
turies ago, any priest was eligible to the 
vacant pontificate, but now the cardinals 
must elect one cit their own number. Since 
1823, when Leo the Twelfth was elected, 
the cardinals have met in the 
air mal 
Palace in Rome, but for nearly four hun­ 
dred years b ul ore that time, the meetings 
were held in the Vatican. 
VV lien a Pope dies, line days arc allowed 
for fuoera! solimn.ti.-s. 
The usages of 
the cburcn require 
that the conclave 
must meet on the tenth day, aod on the 
ltth , voting is commenced. The apart­ 
ment in which the conclave is held, has 
but one door, w hich is securely locked af­ 
ter the cardinals enter, and from that hour 
until a Pope is elected, ali communication 
with the outside world is cal off ; but each 
cardinal is attended by one or two waiters, 
who are sworn to secrecy like the cardinals 
themselves. la this apartment in tLe Qui- 
rinal Palace, are a number of Cells, tach 
cardinal occupying one, int# t which he is 
locked every night. From these separate 
cells, the cardinals are brought together 
twice a day aud each tim? cist a ballot. A 
two third vote is required to elect, and this 
Toting twice a day Is'continued until one 
of their own number bas the requisite 
votes. No opportunity lo form a compro­ 
mise Is allowed, as each cardinal is bound 
by an oath to canvass ne ith e r for himself or 
any one else. A fer each ballot is taken, 
the result is an non aced In the conclave, 
had if a choicrjhtts not bee n made. the car* 
dinals repair to their ceil* without exchang­ 
ing words as to the persons voted for. 
Should there be a number of cindidates, 
each having warm supporters, several 
weeks may be spent in reaching a final 
conclusion. 
VVlieu a Pope is elected he is 
crowned with a tiara and enthroned. In­ 
stead of a sceptre, he wields a pedum rectum, 
which Is a staff, not bent like that of a 
bishop, bat ending in a cross. The main 
feature of this system of electing a Pope 
has been in use since the year 1274 
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he had recommended that the State build 
for him a neat little cottage outside the 
hospital and change the great castle that he 
now occupies Info hospital wards, the pee 
pie would be inclined to listen to him. 
But ne did not do any such thing, aud Ga­ 
briel's trumpet will wake the dead and cal, 
the living before any hospital superintend­ 
ent decides to sacrifice his comfort and ex­ 
travagant manner of living in order lo 
benefit the State.”

Mr. J. C. Plumb, of Milton, did a go a1 
th»ng on Friday last at j oint Convention of 
the Agricultural and Horticul'ural Socie­ 
ties, when he presented a resolution re­ 
questing the Legislature to amend the as­ 
ses jtnem laws, making it the duty of the 
adsessor to gather addition ii statistics re.

Rome, Feb. 9—The newspapers narrate 
circumstantially the stormy and acrimoni­ 
ous scene at Friday's congregation of Car­ 
dinals, Cardinal Manning, at the head of 
the extremists, wishing the conclave to 
meet at Malta. Even words of echism were 
utterred. Later accounts concur that the 
minority against holding the Conclave at 
Rome is insignificant. 
The Riforma says the Roman aud Ger­ 
man Cardinals wish to elect a Pope of ad­ 
vanced age, an Italian, but one not inti­ 
mately connected with the events of the 
late reign. 
The Italian government has telegraphed 
foreign governments pledging the security 
of the Conclave. 
Contrary to previous arrangements, Ihe 
Pope's body was removed to-night to the 
Sistinu "Chapel, and thence through the 
covered passage to St. Peter’s, where it 
will lie in state Sunday, Monday and Tues­ 
day. The alteration Implies the hastening 
of the Conclave. 
Rome, Feb. IO.—To-morrow on the ar­ 
rival of the foreign cardinals, the sacred 
college will permanently constitute lt>elt 
into a congregation. A ball left by Plus 
IX authorizes the Cardinals to deviate 
from establishing procedure, but does not 
prescribe any special new rules. 
The public were admitted to St. Peter’s 
to view the r .mains of the Pope at 0.30 
this morning. The crowd wa9 tremendous 
and many women fainted. 
A company of 
soldiers had to enter the church to regulate 
the passage of the crowd. 
The body, ar­ 
rayed in the Pontificial robes, lies on a 
crimson bed,at each corner of which stands 
a member of the Noble Guard with a drawn 
sword. The bed is surrounded by twelve 
large candelabra, and 19 so placed that the 
feet of the deceased are outside the altar 
rails, in order that the faithful may kiss 
them. The face is calm tfhd unchanged by 
death.

R E T . R O B E R T 'S S E E M O X . 
At the Baptist cnurch, the Rev. Mr, 
Roberts preached a sermon of unusual Tiff- 
or and power. The text was Acts 8—30, 
31. Following is a condensed report of 
the discourse : 
This chapter contains an account of the 
first sermon which was preached under the 
Gospel dispeusaiion. The tex; illustrates 
the interest which every human being 
must take in the scriptures when his eyes 
are really open to its important truths. 
The question asked of Philip by this via 
Hor from a far country—*“ How can I under, 
stand the Scriptures unless some man 
should guide me •’'’—shows that to answer 
this ever recurring question there must be 
permanent and responsible exponents of 
the Bible, cnanges in the signification of 
word, correction of erroneous translations 
which nave been inadvertantly made; dis­ 
coveries in ancient lands which add new 
force to the unimpeachable integrity of 
the divine records, and many other causes 
make necessary the presence of an instruc­ 
tor whose duty it is to correct errors and 
promulgate truth. The text is naturally 
divided in two heads—Christianity in the 
Scriptures and Christianity in the soul* 
The Old Testament is replete with refer­ 
ences to and prophecies ’concerning the 
coming of Christ 
It was one or these 
which arrested the attention of this stran­ 
ger. However casual and superficial may 
be the examination of those ancient re­ 
cords, the fact of a coiling Christ forces 
itself upon the mind of the peruser with an 
indelible effect. As Christianity was then 
only prospective ; it is now preeminently 
personal, and comes to every individual for 
acceptance. As a matter of authentic his­ 
tory, and as a guide to correct living and to 
immortality,it is of unquestioned authority. 
Periodically there are attempts made to 
subvert and destroy the Bible. As often 
aa these attacks have been made they have 
been repelled, leaving the theological for­ 
tress more 
impregnable 
than before. 
These attacks arc made sometimes under 
one guise, sometimes under another. 
At 
the same time tho embattled hosts are 
making their assaults under the banner of 
science, so-called. The contest is inevita­ 
ble, aud Christians should not cry peace, 
peace, for there is no peace until the ene­ 
mies of religion surrender their assump­ 
tions. 
The call is for firmness, perseverance and 
enthusiasm 
The position of Christians 
should be positive and their adherence to 
it should not be wavering. Centuries ago* 
their hesitation ani vacillation led the en 
emies of the church to contemptuously re- 
fjr to “ Christian veracity” which wa9 
analogous to “ Punic Faith.” 
It also led 
to the adoption of that vicious apothegm 
that “ a bid promise is better broken than 
kept.” Let one mark out a wise and right 
course 
and 
adhere 
to 
it 
With 
decision aud determination. 
The. Rev. 
gentleman welcomed 
the 
encounter 
with the opponents of the Gospel and 
expressed the conviction that at eighteen 
hundred years of unremitting discussion 
had only served lo still more firmly estab­ 
lish the foundations of Christianity, so the 
immediate and future contests would only 
make the superstructure more noble and 
glorious. 


once formed a project of coming to Amer­ 
ica ; but pecuniary shortage prevented its 
realization. 
She 
regarded Coleridge— 
“logician, metaphysician and bard”—aa the 
greatest of this trio. He was full of learn­ 
ing, possessed a wonderful 
imagina­ 
tion, and 
was an overwhelming talker 
He lacked industry, was physically weak 
and indulged in opium. His enthusiasm 
carried him beyond ail theories and sys­ 
tems, while Wordsworth seemed to have a 
theory of poetry and confined himself with. 
in the proper bounds. Wordsworth was 
an elaborator of trivial things, which is well 
illustrated in the poem which narrates the 
direful 
disaster which overtook Peter 
Bells* jackass. Twenty severe blows were 
given the poor animal, and the poet takes 
a verse to describe each blow. He abjured 
this simplicity m after years. Southey 
dealt in Imagery, was full of the love of the 
Arabs and Persians and his poems were 
stories in verse. In some respects he was 
not of the Lake Standard. 
These poets made later poets possible. 
Following them came Byron and Shelley, 
well-bred and educated, and firm friends, 
Shelley had a noble and pure nature, wag 
given to no vices or excesses, and entertain­ 
ed the social ideas which were characteris­ 
tic of the age. Bornan aristocrat he became 
a Democrat, and he was generous and char­ 
itable. 
Byron 
inherited 
objectionable 
traits and had a bad moral organization 
He was mean, proud, captious and egotisti­ 
cal. He had a wonderful control of words, 
and it would not have surprised the lectur­ 
er if he coaid have written a tragedy in the 
meter ol John Gilpin. No other poet has 
attained greater perfection in -rhymes or 
coaid make such sudden transitions from 
grave to gay, from solemn *to grotesque. 
The chief criticism on Byron is that ho 
used his brilliant faculties to so small a pur* 
pose. Unlike Byron, Shelley was pure and 
conscientious. He was incomparable for 
grace, delicacy and music, lits “Ode to a 
Skylark*’ is the most nearly perfect lyric of 
its length in the language. Keats achiev­ 
ed an enduring fame. Ile was peculiarly 
apt in words whose sound echoed the 
sense.
